Tn every great museum there are 
numerous art forgeries. There is” great 
difficulty in. deciding what to do with 
them. In some inatances they have been 
acquired at considerable cost and jn 
others they come into the possession of 
the nitiseuma through the acceptance ‘of 
entire collections which contain many 
desixable objects. Should, fabrications 
bo thrown out even thougli ad doing in- 

yolves the destruction of the “set?”
